of this noble and tmdissevered imtion fromshaine, 
causing the light of its glory to be to all the 
earth, as when the sun shines upon the moun- 
tains of darkness and turns them to morning." 


They hud heard of agitation on the subject of 


Temperance in distant counties and States, but 
in that place a few had controlled the church and 
thu minister, and those lew -were anti-Temper- 
anco men. They feared the result of those dis- 
cussions, yet thought they bad strong arguments 
by which they could overthrow those uf the 
ininistnr; still, they felt some anxiety on the oc- 
casion. 


When Edward Beal had completed his medi- 


cal studies, lie returned to his native town and 
married Ella Hardmati, as we have shown. He 
went into the office of Dr. Mason, an old friend 
of his father's, to practice wilh him. He was af- 
fable, readily won confidence, was a thorough 
student, and waa willing to work his "way into 
the service of Kseulapiiis gradually. He wanted 
the experience that age would f.;ive him, and he 
was not anxious about temporal wants, be- 
cause; he made his home wilh his father, Vho 
amply supplied the material; therefore, he could 
give his time to his profession. There are many 
medical students who, as soon as they leave the 
College lecture room, give up further .studies, be- 
cause they have to devote all their energies cith- 
wr to paying for their education, or gaining a 
livulthuod for l.licir families. 


There was one part of Edward's studies which 


had. 
bcon sadly neglected. Hn was not taught 


thoroughly the influence of alcohol on the brain 
or the juices of the system. The Professor in 
Physiology either did not perform his duty in 
this respect, »r was not himself aware of the in- 
jurious influences of alcohol. It was reserved 
forMr.Poiibiidy to give him many new hints up- 
on this subject. 


How often i.s it the case that a young medical 


student can tell you the name of every foramen 
in the spheroid bone; every nerve,every muscle, 
its origin and insertion, and tho paraphernalia 
and technicalities appertaining to the human or- 
ganism; but lacks vital knowledge-—the modus 
operandi of keeping smil and bodv together, to 
insure health to the functions. 


A fuw days after Mr. Peabody had given out 


word Unit he would take up the whole subject 
of alcohol, in all its bearings, physiological, ifec., 
young J)r. Jlcal said to his preceptor—" I nither 
think our minister had better stick to his Bible, 
and. let us take care of Physiology. It is useless 
for any man to pretend to understand all the 
sciences. Whoever does this will certainly be 
superficial, anil will gain but crude and imper- 
fect ideas of them all. Let Mr. Peabody confine 
himself to Theology, and we will take care of 
JViyxics." 


" There is some truth in what you say; but 


our minister is a smart one, I can tell yoti, Ed- 
ward, and lie will probably not undertake any- 
thing which he lias not sounded or probed to tlie 
bottom. 1 have heard him preach live or six 
months, and he never gives us anytbingbut sub- 
stantial food. "When lie makes an assertion, he 
brings ample proof to substantiate it. .But I do 
think he has a difficult subject when he attempts 
to prove anything with regard io alcohol, for we 
are a tough set, take us altogether. Moderate 
drinking, my son, does us no harm. That there 
arc evils connected with it, THI one will deny; 
but I do think all this tumult and hurrah should 
be against the loafers who lounge around hotels, 
and not against us, who are really true benefac- 
tors in society. But, my-friend, we shall see 
what we shall see,"—a favorite maxim of his.— 
"Let us go to this meeting, and ascertain what 
physiological argument he can adduce." 


The appointed and long-expected evening 


came. Mr. Peabudy opened the meeting, and 
said to the brethren assembled "that he hoped 
everyone had come with an unprejudiced mind, 
as far as possible, and that, whatever might be 
said, they would lay aside all angry feeling, and 
discuss plainly and to the point. Any one of 
you may open the discussion, and introduce sub- 
jects which you wish to have explained." 


Brother Higgins rose and read, " that it is ar- 


gued that the Savior, in his first, miracle, super- 
natnrally produced wine to celebrate the mar- 
riage at Cana, in Galilee; that he wag accounted 
a wine-bibber; that the Eucharist is celebrated 
in wine." 


"And," said Dr. Beal. "Paul, in First Timo- 


thy, v., 23,says to Timothy, 'Use a little wine 
for thy stomach's sake nnd thine often infirmi- 
ties.' Therefore, it is advised bv the highest au- 
thority to use it occasionally." 


Mr. Peabody said: "Fear not, agitation. If 


arguments and truths, God's truths, are uttered, 
incorporate them into your belief, and receive 
them into honest hearts; but otherwise, if error 
be developed, sift it from that which is really 
good, and let it Lave no permanent abiding place 
with you,—bring everything to the test of com- 
mon souse and candid opinions. It has been 
said that our Savior comtmmdt d the sacrament 
to consist of bread and wine, as typical of his dy- 
ing love, and many wonder at it, but they are'a 
class who' strain at a gnat and swallow a camel.' 
There are some who look at all subjects with a 
superficial eye, who go no further in tbeirinves- 
tigations than the cniteide strata of rock; but our 
California miners, who seek gold in that El Dora- 
do of the West, have to dig for hidden treasures,' 
which they find concealed among the dirt and 
rubbish in which it has lain, psrhaps, for ages. 
They might sit by the mountain side, and pick 
upa few grains of sand, and never be enriched, 
md might die in utter ignorance of the wealth 
that was lying beneath their feat. So of truth. 
We have to explore its mysticisms in order to 
understand her teachings, and try to fathom itai 
depths, if we would gain an appreciation or thor- 
ough understanding of it in all its branches.—, 
What should we think of a medical student, 
who, seeing only the cutaneous surface, as the 
external covering of the body, would think it 
useless to make further explorations—to ascer- 
tain the delicate system of vessels, of nerves, of 
arteries, that were imbedded netith the cutaneous 
ascio. If we study the Bible diligently, we 
shall find that most of its language i» typical, 
nctapLorical, allegorical, and to the earnest in- 
quirer, opensnew avenues of tnith, unseals foun- 
*ins irMch had been hermetically closed. I 
will, then, make the assertion, Ouit the sacrament 
consisted of bread and wine, because1 these ele- 
ments are tbe best calculated to promote tbe 
growth and vitality of the body; consequently, 
liey are the most appropriate types to represent 
piritual growth and mental nourishment This 
is my docrine; this my cre«d. 


"Then various- queries may be suggested 


First, on what facts or arguments do you build 
your premitetf 
What kind of wine was proba- 


bly used by the Savior, and what kind should 
we use? By the investigation of these points, we 
may get a clue to the most abstruse mysteries 
that have puzzled so many persons of great in- 
tellectual attainments, great age and respecta- 
bility, throughout the community, tho misunder- 
standing of which, has created so much trouble 
in the world. You will not think I overstep the 
bounds cf propriety if I give you a Physiologi- 
cal Lecture, for I maintain that unless the bodv 
be in a right condition, unless the frame-work 
be in a sound state, the spiritual has not much of 
an opportunity for development. Show me a 
man who deranges his physical organization,and 
I will show you one who has a limited degree of 
active, vital piety. I will make this subject very 
clear if you will give rne your patient attention 
while I explain to you the four general divisions 
and classes of organic food, which have been 
carefully made by one of our most distinguished 
physiologists, viz: the Saccharine, the Oleaginous, 
the Albuminaat, and the Gelatinous. In the first 
class, or the Saccharine, all substances from the 
vegetable kingdom are comprised which have 
any resemblance to sugar. Hence, we should 
include the tissues and wooden fiber of plants, 
the gums and starch, because these bave the' 
same elements, and can be converted into sugar 
by a simple process. The cheoiical elements of 
this class are carbon,hydrogen and oxvgen, the 
two latter forming water. This class forms' the 
fat or adipose tissues of the body. The second 
group, or the Oleaghtous, includes all substances 
ot au unctuous nature, from both the vegetable 
and animal kingdoms. Its chemical elements 
are hydrogen and carbon, a limited proportion 
of oxygen, arid no nitrogen. This class also 
forms the fat of the body. 


" The_ third class, or the Albuminous, is com- 


posed of all substances which resemble albumen, 
derived from both the vegetable and animal 
kingdoms. Chemically, it contains the elements 
of oxygen, hydrogen and carbon, with u great 
proportion of nitrogen, or azote. 
| 


" The fourth class, or the Gelatinous, has in its j 


group all substances that contain anything re- 
sembling gelatine. It has also a great proportion 
of nitrogen. The last two classes form our muB- 
cles and bones, and the tissues of the body, on 
account of the nitrogen they contain. Non-azo- 
tized substances can never be incorporated into 
the organization, but are assimilated to fat, and 
during the process of respiration serve as fuel to 
burn in the body, and assist in preserving it* 
temperature. To show that this is the true phi- 
losophy on the subject, we need onlv turn our 
attention to different regions of the globe, notice 
the animals which inhabit them, the adaptation 
of their food to tbe climate, and their peculiari- 
ties. The wild Greenlander, or the Esquimeaux, 
who dwells at the North Pole, where the cold is 
excessive, would literally freeze if he lived on 
fruits and vegetables, which contained but little 
carbon; but the correspondence between the re- 
quisitions of nature and her supplies is very ob- 
vious here, for their chief food consists of whales, 
seals, train-oil, ite., which contain great quanti- 
ties of carbon. Thus a great amount of heat is 
manufactured, and they are enabled to endure 
the rigorous and lengthy winters with impunity. 


" In the Temperate regions tbe con verse is true. 


The natural appetite cravesfood that is less unc- 
tuous, that contains a lessaraountof carbon; be- 
cause the system requires a less amount of that 
element in the food it) maintain the temperature 
of the body. 


" It makes but little difference with regard to 


tlie external form 111 which we take tbe elements 
that enter into our bodies, provided they are 
fur- 


nished in sufficient proportions to supply the 
wastes of the system, and to sustain the recuper- 
ative powers. For example, we may partake of 
the grain of wheat, or gluten; of the seed of the 
pea, orleguinen; the curd of milk, or caseine; the 
white of eggs, or albumen; and the flesh of ani- 
mals, or fibrine; and each one would be con vert- 
ed into albumen in the stomach, because their 
chemical compounds would favor this reduction. 


•' If we only understood chemistry thorough- 


ly—if we could apply it to our every-day affairs 
of life, we should then have a key which would 
unlock the arcana of nature. Let me instance 
one single kind of food, as milk, which is the 
only one in which nature has mingled articles 
from the three important classes which I have 
described. For, in milk, there is the albumen 
iu its caseine, which forms the curd; the oleagi- 
nous matter, which is the butter, and a consider- 
able amount of sugar, which is dissolved in tbe 
whey. The proportion of these different ele- 
ments depend on the nature of the food on which 
the animal subsists. In wheat, from which bread 
is made, we have a commingling of gluten and 
the starch—the azotized and nou-azotized sub- 
stances. Hence, we bave the elements necessary 
for combustion or heat, and for nourishment.— 
We now see why bread has been called " tbe 
staff of life." We can live a long time on this 
article of diet, without being satiated by it, 
while our systems would soon loathe any luxu- 
ry, or other article of food, which, in their mor- 
bid conditions they might crave. There ia no 
other article of diet which would subserve KO 
well the phyiieal nourishment of the system; 
hence we see the wisdom of our Savior's com- 
parison and allegory, when he said—' As often 
as ye break this bread, do it in remembrance of 
me.*" Now let us turn our thoughts to the wine 
question. 
The pure, unadulterated juice of the 


grape is probably the wine meant by our bish- 
ops; but alcohol, generally sold for wine, is not 
this pure juice, any more than vinegar, carbonic 
acid, or decayed matter. 


" In wine countries, according to a missionary, 


the peasant drinks a bowl of the ' blood of the 
grape,' instead of his milk, and this is not only 
a pleasant, but very nutritious and healthy arti- 
cle of diet, and has not the least intoxicating 
property in it. The ripe fruit of the vine has 
cooling and antiseptic properties, and when eat- 
en in large quantities, it has diuretic and laxa- 
tive medicinal properties. Grapesare often used 
in febrile diseases, and they have been known to 
arrest tbe course of a fever. In Syria, the juice 
of ripe, inspissated grapes is used as a remedial 
agent in those diseases. Grapes.have been strong- 
ly recommended as an article of diet in phthisis 
pulmonalis. or consumption, for they contain 
much nutritious matter, beneficial to consump- 
tive in dividuals. Hence, we see how fitting a 
type the fruit of the vine is to represent the blood 
of a Redeemer, shed to redeem the world from 
the bondage of sin! 


" The chemical analysis of the pure juice of 


the grape proves it be composed of water, sugar, 
mucilage, jelly,-albumen, gluten, 'with minute 
quantities of tartaric, citric and malic acids, lime, 
magnesia, sodium, potassa, sulphur and phospho- 
rus. All these elements are required in the hu- 
man system. We need the lime for the bones, 
sulphur and phosphorus fer the brain and ner- 
vous svstem, sugar and mucilage forfatand com- 
bustion, other articles in minute quantities for va- 
rious secretions, water for the liquid part of the 
blood, jelly, albumen and gluten for the food, 
and the nourishment of all the great solid struc- 
tures of the frame. Therefore, we see how well 
the pure wine is fitted for the sustenance and 
renewal of the body. Consequently, we sea the 
wisdom of -the Savior, who had all knowledge. 
But alcohol, my friends, is a very different arti-' 
cle from the one we have been describing. ' A1-: 
cohol is a prrtduct resulting from tie decomposi- 
tion of the fruit of ttae vine, blithe process of 
fermentation'—* process which destroys the su- 
gar and mucilage, the albumen sndgluten.which' 
nourish the body; converting the albumen intoi 
the liquid poison, alcohol,andanorionsand suf- 
focating gag, carbonic, acid,—a proce» which, 
leaves a wine that will not nouriah the body.— 
The experiences of thousands demonstrate that 
it deteriorates and diminishes their health and 
strength. 
• - 
. 
. 
" If I thought that this was the kind of wine1 


recommended by our Savior. I'wonld no longer 
have faith in his mission, for truths never clash 
with each other. If God has written what seems 
to be one gnat truth, in legible chwrncter^as 
plain as the sunlight, on onr organisms, and then, 
another, which appears to be exactly tbe conreree 
of this, somewhere else, it shows that we do not 
interpret aright the myitic character* in which, 


he writes 1 is will, both in hia word and in his 
works; for. if we once admit a possibility of hie 
fickleness < r inconsistency, that moment we lose 
our reverei ce for him. It is so with our fellow- 
beings. If in our dealings with another, we 
have certai i evidences of his dishonesty, when 
we have orce had grounds for our suspicions, we 
lose our eo ifideiice iu. him entirelv. When we 
rise in the morning, and see the gun veiled by 
dense clone s,we know what to expect when those 
clouds havf been dissipated; as it is the universal 
law of nati re for the sun to shine by day. No, 
ruy friends if we fail to understand the hiero- 
glyphics of our great First Cause, let us, with 
child-like i implicity, be willing to begin at the 
alpha of ths great truth, and wait patiently for 
the omega o come,—' learn to labor and to wait.' 
But When the great seals are opened, we shall 
see a perfet t correspondence between revelation 
and tiature in all their developments—a harmo- 
ny througl out the spheres, and perceive that 
mankind is the only part of the creation which 
produces a discord—regards objects through a 
distorted leas. 


Do you jay that Paul told Timothy to sip 


wine for his "stomach's sake?" This was evi- 
dently for medicine, and no one would imagine, 
because a jhysician ordered a patient to take 
prussic aci<, opium, arsenic, strychnine or bella- 
donna, in .Diinute portions, to heal their infirmi- 
ties, that th 3y thus had a permit to use these ar- 
ticles as a common beverage. But I will allude 
to this parl of the subject at another meeting, 
and will cL se by a few remarks. 


There is i very good fable, which I will relate 


to you. A id by the way, there is much truth 
contained in an allegory. But the fable says, 
that when Jfoah came out from the Ark, he or- 
dered each of his sons to build a house. After- 
ward they were occupied in sowing and plant- 
ing trees, t ie pippins and fruits of which they 
had found in the ark. The vine alone was 
wanting, aid they conld not discover it. Ga- 
briel then i iformed them that the Devil had de- 
sired it, anc indeed had some right to it. There- 
upon Noal summoned h i m , to appear iu the 
field, and i aid to him, " 0, Cursed! why hast 
tliou carrie 1 away the vine from me?" "Be- 
cause," said the Devil, "it belonged to me." 
" Shall I d: vide it for you?" said Gabriel. " I 
consent," noswered Noah, " and will leave him 
one fourth." "That is not sufficient for him," 
said Gabrie . " "Well, I will take half," replied 
Noah, " and he shall have the other." " That is 
not yet suff cient," responded Gabriel; "hemust 
have two thirds, and thou one; and when thy 
portion sha 1 have boiled upon the fire, until two 
thirds are gone, the remainder shall be assigned 
for thy use. ' Thus, it will be seen, that if, was 
customary ~o reduce the juice two thirds by the 
action of fii 2. Hence, we see that this custom is 
an ancient me, and that reference is made to it 
as far rerno e as the time of Noah. The portion 
that was destined to be diminished by fire, had 
not been subjected to the slightest movement of 
formciiitatioi; but it was necessary to pour it 
into the cauldron immediately after it waa ex- 
pressed froi i the grape. Unless this is done, we 
should havi an acid juice, forming bad, instead 
of sweet an 1 nutritions wine. 


This Sar; cenic fable illustrates the nature of 


the best ancI most valued wines of a remote an- 
tiquity. Tie,fable is physically and morally 
true, and w^uld lead one to think that they con- 
sidered alcohol as an evil spirit, produced arti- 
ficially, and belonging to the Father of Evil by 
right, and t lat by boiling, the Demon was to be 
exorcised. There is a proverb among the Turks, 
to the samii effect, that "there lurks a devil in 
every berry of the vine." 


"With reg ird to the Passover, the Jews were 


particular!} commanded not to bave anything 
that was fe -mented seen around, or with them. 
In Exodus, chap, xiii., 7th verse, the command 
was, " To h ive no leaven seen in all their quar- 
ters." The Jews used neither intoxicating wine 
nor fermented bread for celebrating their Passo-i 
ver. It wo ild seem as if these views should be 
conclusive, 1 nit there are other phases of the sub- 
ject, other objections, which are capable of refu- 
tation. I d ) feel

He waa not a 
slave to his • ppetite, but lie had never consid- 
ered the ev \t of drinking moderately. It was 
a general cu .torn, a token of hospitality. Bat 
he was thinJ ing more and 'more of its use, and 
he waa glad that tbe Minister was courageous 
enough to e: antine it, without fear of any one,
